AINESTS EXPECTED 
IN DISASTER IN THE 
FUUpLDiSTiliCT 

More Thai Tw«at)r<4eTW KDM ni 

Over 900 Injured In Explosion In 
Heart of New York's Finan. 
m Ototri«t 

New York, Sept 17. — ArresU were 
expected today in the hunt for terror- 
ists who killed and Injured aoores of 
persons by exploding an infernal jna- 
chlne In Wall Street Thursday noon 

i'olice, (lelectives. Department of 
Justice agents and private operatives 
were combing New York for a former 
employee of the EVench High Commis- 
sion who Ivaa alleged to have warned 
the commission of the catastrophe. 

They want to ((uestlon this man, who 
is said to have an Itnense hatred of 
Wall Street and millionaires. 

The exact number of dead still was 
in doubt today. There were 27 bodies 
at the city morgue. Five more victims 
died during the night, two at the Vol- 
unteer and three at the Broad Street 
Hospital. Police are working on a 
revised list of dead. 

Injured total more than 'MO, of 
whom n number are expected to die. 

Some of the most famous detectives 
in the co\intry were working on the 
case today, including William Flynn of 
the Department of Justice, W. J. Burns 
and Inspector Egan, bomb expert .of 
the New York Police Department. 

There wore numerous clews. The 
ahoea of the horse which was blown to 
pieces by the explosion were beluK 
used In an effort to locate the stable 
where it was kept. This horse is sup- 
posed to have drawn the wagon con- 
taining the esploaive. 

In addition to the iron slugs made 
of window weights, which were scat- 
tered In all directions and which killed 
and mangled numy persons, a few sec- 
Uons of the explosive container itself 
are in posesslon of the police. 

One of these, a curved bit of metal, 
was found' in the bq)|y of a boy who 
was killed. 

It was the belief of Investigators to- 
day that llie infernal luadilne was 
loaded wlili T .N', T. trinitrotoluol, as 
witnesses di^scrlheil a cloud of smoke, 
first white then turning blue, and said 
theli> noticed the peculiar odor of T. 
T. immediately after the blast. 
The theory today waa that the In- 
fernal machine probably waa made in 
a den on the Bast-side not for from the 
orner of Broad and Wall streets, and 
onveyed In a Junk wagon, many of 
which are kept In that locality.

This new order meana ihat the po- 
licemen must go to school every day 
for thirty minutes and tha Chief thlnka 
that If the police become better ac' 
(lualnted with the city lawa they will 
be much more elllclenl and there may 
be Eomc ordinance Ihat should be re- 
pealed. Tl..- enforcement of such laws 
will bring their repeal quicker than 
anything else.

Chief of Polioe Harry A. Ort, a reO" 
ognlaed expert In police departmeiit 
ayatem, haa worked out a carefully 

laid plan for successful cnrorcoinent of 
the traffic laws of the city, wliicli liave 
been badly disregarded by motorists 
since the adoption of those laws by 
City Council. 

Although there w^ the uaual pub- 
lication oir the trafflii ordinance as wag 
required by law and although tin law 
was published In booklet form and cir- 
culated widely among autoniol)ilo own- 
ers and drivers, there seems to be a 
lack of knowledge of the ordinance 
throughout the city and this causes 
many complloatioaa. There has been 
apaamodic entbroemant of the law 
aince ita adoption but this lack of 
knowledge of the law haa failed to 
bring about results. 

In order that the law may bciome 
thoroughly known by drivers and own- 
t rs of machines. Chief Ort has worked 
out a perfect system and every viola- 
tor of any section of the law will be 
notlfled by patrolmta. They will also 
be informed as to what section of the 
ordinance they have violated and a 
complete record of these first viola- 
tions will be ko|)l for tho rofcreiire of 
tl'c (leiiartmeni. Second offenses will 
110! be excused and the police depart- 
t.ienl will ask the court tor hearty co- 
operation In regulating traffic in 
.Maysville. 

If the ayatem Chief dk has worked 
out i.i such careful detail Is worked' 
out by the patrolmen carefully Mays- 
ville will soon become the best regu- 
lated city in the country as to trafllc 
ami Motlilng is lu'cdeii more In our city 
ai the present lime than a regulation 
of traffic. If Chief Orfs system Is 
carefully followed .and he intenda to 
insist on a careful following of It, he 
win ^ve Ho graUtude rf^not only the 
pedestrians but as soon as the system 
is workiiiu' sniiiiitlily, llie drivers and 
owners of machines will also be grate- 
ful to him for the system and ita atrtct 
enforcement.

In ert'.'et. wIkiI Secretary Colby told tlie Polish delegation was: 
"Never mind American prohleins; pay no attention to America's de- 
sire to keep out of European broils; forget that you should be .\incri- 
cahs in every sense of the word; organize as a race concerned solely 
with the independence of your native land and with securing aid, 
financial certainty, soldiers if necessary, from the United States and 
a Democratic administration to cany on your struggle. Vote the 
Democratic ticket and we will go to the limit for you in Europe." 
"Was ever a more brazen, crooked, un-American attempt made to 
win voti s? The Democratic politicians, having first-hand access to 
the Census reports of 1920, not yet dassfied for public information, 
have undoubtedly been making a study of the Polish distribution 
throughout the country, and are appealing to their interest in the 
independence of their mother country to vote the Cox-Roosevelt 
ticket. With a recklessness beyond the power of words to condemn 
they are promising everything under the sun—money of the Ameri- 
can taxpayers by direct promise, soldiers by inference — ^if the Poles 
will pool their voles in favor of the Democratic party. 

It is eouservMtiv.ly rstiiu;ited that there are 4,0110.0(10 inhabi- 
tants of Polish blood in this louiitry, to say nothing of those in sym- 
pathy with Polish independence. These are thi' votes Wilson Inter- 
nationalism seeks to help place in the White House for four more 
years a mind "absolutely at one" with .Mr. Wilson. .Mr. Cox, if 
elected could choose whether to take up the Polish struggle and force 
a draft law through Congress, if the necessity for such an expedient 
arose; or he could repudiate the Administration's pre-election prom- 
ises to the Poles. In this connection the Poles are reminded that tlu> 
Democrats have double-ci-ossed llie Irish, tiie It.'ilians. and the (ier- 
mans, having made pre-election iHomises to those throe racial groujis 
which were canceled after election was secured. 

Once public attention is centered on such ba.sc designs the con- 
demnation of the Administration responsible becomes all but uni- 
versal. No true American, whatever may be his racial origin, is 
going to see the United States made the political football of European 
racial antagonisms. The party guilty of such hypocrisy is in straits 
too des])erate to count the cost. It sees only the possibility of Polish 
votes. But if America is not rid of the hyi)oerites who stoop to such 
practices by 1921. there will be no strictly American destinies to con- 
trol by \^'S>. Wilsoiiiiin Interiintionalism and racial appeal will have 
resolved this country into its tribal elements.

According to Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
President of the United States Pharm- 
acopoelal Convention at St U>ul8, 
January 30„ 1920, Wliisky and brandy 
have been eliminated as medicines.

SYSTEM OF CORING 
BURLEY TOBACCO IS 
BEING WORKED OUT 

Experts at Experiment Station Are 
Giving Their AttenUon to Working 
Oat a System tvt Caria* 
Weed ArtWdaUy. 

In the annual report of the Ken- 
tucky Experiment Station which is 
]us^ off the press, Olreotor Thomas 
Cooper writes: "POr several years past 
the Experiment Station has been at- 
tempting to determine a method of 
curing burley tobacco by artificial 
heat Einougb work baa been complet- 
ed to show that as high grade ot leaf 
can be obtained by flue-ourlng at a 
relatively low temperature aa by" air 
curing, thuB eliminating completely 
the danger of house burning. 

with the increasing importance of 
the burley tobacco industry. It is prob- 
able that the use ot artiflcial heat may 
be advantageously resorted to more 
generally. This would hold true espe^ 
oially In seasons Where climatic con- 
ditions are unfavorable for curing. 

During the past year .curing experi- 
ments were conducted with dark to- 
bacco as grown In Western Kentucky. 
Export tobaccos of this region are 
open-Hre-cured giving them a strong 
flavor of creosote.. The growing scarc- 
ity of wood In maAy regions is making 
the curing'process very oxpenaivc and 
in time it will be almost Impossible to 
seciue the necessary supplies of wood 
at a reasonable figure. The experi- 
ments at the Experiment Station were 
deaigned to determine tbe possibility 
ot aooompltshing resulte etiuivalent to 
those obtained by open wood flring by 
a combination ot flue-ourlng and 
smoking with wood smoke. The heat 
in fine-curing ia furnished by any kind 
of fuel. Ill appearance tbe tobacco 
cured by this process is eiiual to ojien- 
firo-cured In all respects but dues not 
have (juite so pronounced an odor of 
smoke. This experiment is to be con- 
tinued. It la not known how the buy- 
ers will value the leaf cured in this 
way.
